In Gadinad and Ycda- 
vannd the ryots paid 3 llanies or G 
seers in addition to every rupee for 
tho land rent instead of the dhuli 
paddy tax . (Vide Coorg Gazetteer 
page 309). iJJitxli bhatta is not paid 
in the Yelusavirshime and Nanja- 
rajpatna taluks except by the ryots 
of four villages to which arc attach¬ 
ed paddy lands. This tax is com¬ 
muted into money payment.
